JAPAN AS A BORROWER IN GOLD. 


The Jnvestors' Revie, in an‘articlo on 
thig subject, adopts the viow that Japan 
has gone on 4 gold standard for tho purpose 
of borrowing abroad. This is the view wo 
originally took, It quotes Count Okuma’s 
speech, and goes on to say :—Weare afraid 
that Japan has not considered very care- 
fully. all the possibla consequences of this 
step. But the Monetary Council, whose 
investigations led to.it, was prompt to per- 
ceive all tho advantages at least. And one 
-censideration, Which undoubtedly hastened 
tho change, was the desire to promote an 
extended market in Huropo for the coun.
